The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant 
has added the limitation the torch flame should extend into the combustion chamber 
"generally perpendicular" to the mouthpiece pipe, as well as across the bottom of the 
combustion chamber. The examiner believes that these limitations differentiate the 
apparatus from that of the prior art in that the flame is in a particular location at the 
bottom of the bowl with respect to the mouthpiece pipe. This arrangement is not shown 
in the prior art regardless of the type of ignition system (electric resistance or flame).
